C ertainly the position is easier. 
on the whole. 
T he bugbear of an ­ 
other E uropean w ar h asn ’t disap­ 
peared, but it has receded. 
F air optim ism is reflected in th e 
large num ber of A m ericans who 
are going abroad. 
If they don’t intend to go to 
w ar-ridden Spain, or try to photo­ 
graph m ilitary w orks 
in 
super­ 
sensitive countries, 
it’s 
a 
good 
risk. 
Obviously w ar is a possibility in 
these parlous days, but nobody 
really w ants 
to 
fight, 
notw ith­ 
standing th e strong language fre- 
luently bandied about. 
F inns Oppose W ar 
One finds plenty of agreem ent 
with this view point am ong E uro­ 
pean 
statesm en. 
The 
latest 
to 
voice it to the 
w riter 
was 
Dr. 
R udolf 
H olsti, 
fam ous 
Finnish 
foreign m inister, who was here for 
the D elaw are T ercentenary cele­ 
bration. 
Dr. H olsti has had very wide 
and long experience in in tern a­ 
tional affairs, and keeps a finger 
on the feverish pulse of Europe. 
He told me he thought condition* 
had im proved. 
H e didn’t look for 
war. 
The world is so unstrung w ith 
w ar-neurosis th a t we are inclined 
to sm ell gun-pow der every tim e a 
car backfires. 
Thor.*' has been a 
general disposition to overlook the 
fair signs, aux! to exaggerate thei 
angers of som e of the crises. 
Take for exam ple 
the 
recent 
*azi th re a t against Czechoslova­ 
kia, when the P raha governm ent 
rushed troops to th e border. F ear 
thkt H itler w as about to invade 
his little neighbor and thus pre­ 
cipitate 
w ar, 
was 
fath er to the 
widespread belief th a t w ar cer­ 
tainly m ust come. 
The world was In a panic for 
days. 
No Evidence Produced 
The cold tru th is th ere never 
was any substantial evidence pro­ 
duced to show th a t th e Nazi chief­ 
tain intended to invade Czechoslo­ 
vakia. 
On the contrary, all available 
inform ation indicated th a t he had 
no such plan. 
The fu eh rer’s purpose was (and 
is) to gain control of th a t country 
by indirection. 
T hat is, he figured on letting 
Czechoslovakia’s big Nazi popula­ 
tion do his w ork for him by creat­ 
ing trouble w ithin the country. 
At the sam e tim e he would ap­ 
ply fierce econom ic pressure from 
w ithout. 
N aturally Czechoslovakia is a 
danger spot and th a t th reat m ust 
rem ain until the gods decide w hat 
is to happen to this little republic

members. 
A 
“peace” faction this week urged 
his intervention to 
obtain 
rein­ 
statement of five suspended inter­ 
national officers; today a Martin- 
allied group asked him to let the 
UAW “work out its own problems.” 
Fear that the battle for control 
of the automobile union may crip­ 
ple CIO's political action already 
has led to the indefinite postpone­ 
ment of a Michigan convention of 
Labor’s Non-Partisan League. 


Martin In Hiding 
Lewis this week sought to invite 
Martin to confer with him and with 
the “peace” committee in W ashing­ 
ton, but Martin, attending a fam­ 
ily reunion at Goreville, 111., could 
not be reached. 
M artin’s allies 
have contended any intervention 
by Lewis would violate the auton­ 
omy of the UAW. 
The W isconsin union taken over 
by a M artin representative was the 
Allis-Chalmers local at West Allis, 
a suburb of Milwaukee, which bad 
refused to recognize M artin’s sus­ 
pension of George Addes as secret 
tary-treasurer of the international 
union, and had declined to send its 
per 
capita 
dues 
approxim ating 
$3,000 a month to M artin’s appoint­ 
e e . Belmond Garst. 
George Kiebler, head of the Mil­ 
waukee UAW district council, led 
a group of men into the Local's of­ 
fices, announced he had been ap­ 
pointed by M artin as adm inistrator, 
and carted away union records and 
a cash box reported to contain $300. 
Police who were called said the re­ 
moval was carried out peacefully. 
Asks for Conference 
Frank Reid, president 
of

Dodge Local No. 3 at Detroit, head­ 
ed the com mittee 
which

Lewis today for a conference Wed­ 
nesday. 
It claimed to represent "a 
mopority of UAW m em bers” who 
want the suspended officers to face 
trial July 25, and contended the 
officers would be given “a fair trial 
and an honest verdict.”

Leave* for San Diego 
After his brief Los Angeles talk, 
which 
completed 
his 
4,000-mile 
transcontinental trip, the president 
set out by motor for San Diego to 
board the cruiser Houston for a 
Pacific fishing voyage. 
The auto­ 
mobile route carried Mr. Roose­ 
velt through street crowds in Los 
Angeles.

Authority for the statem ent is 
Dr. Edwin L. Moseley, professor 
em eritus 
of 
biology

Bowling Green state university, 
a 
Michigan-born 
scientist 
and 
long-tim e member of the Michigan 
Academy 
of 
Science, Arts and 
Letters. 
Dr. Moseley has been measur­ 
ing the growth rings of trees over 
a period of many years, according 
to Dr. R. A. Smith, Michigan state 
geologist. 
Dr. Moseley's observa­ 
tions. 
conducted 
principally 
in 
Michigan

adjoining states, 
disclose that the growth rings of 
individual trees, over the entire 
area, show corresponding charac­ 
teristics for certain years.

AIR MAIL LINE 
IS POSTPONED 


Fox River Valley Route 
Must Wait Until 
Next Year 


Establishment of an air 
mail 
route from Milwaukee and 
Chi­ 
cago through the Fox River valley 
to the Upper Peninsula of Michi­ 
gan must wait until at least after 
July I, 1939, according to word 
from 
Air 
Mail 
Superintendent 
Charles Graddick in Washington. 
congress did not provide suffi­ 
cient funds for the establishments 
of new routes, he said. The 
pro­ 
posed route is being studied and 
is considered “ a good route” but 
there just isn't any money to es­ 
tablish it during the current fis­ 
cal year. 
The old Fox River valley route, 
one of the early lines, 
was 
dis­ 
continued 
when 
various 
“stub 
lines” were eliminated. Senator F. 
Ryan Duffy of Fond du Lac, one 
of the staunch advocates of 
air 
mail extension, has argued that if 
the lines were extended to Upper 
Michigan the 
business 
obtained 
there, together 
with 
the 
Fox 
River valley business, would just­ 
ify the line. 
The schedule for the new 
De- 
troit-Soo route has just been 
an ­ 
nounced by J. J. O’Donovan, Gen­ 
eral Traffic Manager of Pennsyl­ 
vania-Central Airlines. There will 
be one round trip service 
every 
day, and PCA’s big Boeings 
will 
cover the entire route from 
De­ 
troit to the Soo in just two hours 
and fifty-seven minutes, including 
stops at Flint, Saginaw-Bay 
City 
and Traverse City. 
The Detroit-Flint hop will 
re­ 
quire only 25 minutes, while the 
trip from Flint to 
Saginaw-Bay 
City will be even shorter, 
taking 
only 17 minutes. 
From Saginaw- 
Bay City, the twin-motored trans­ 
ports will wing across Michigan to 
Traverse City In 5 6 minutes; and 
the flight from this point to Sault 
Saints Marie will require 58 min­ 
utes.

Tokyo, Peiping is growing rapid­ 
ly. 
The latest step is the adoption 
of Tokyo tim e’by most official and 
private Institutions here.

Chinese 
city had about 2,000 Japanese res­ 
idents. 
Today it has at least 15,- 
000, with an extra 5,000 Koreans 
and a variable num ber of Japan­ 
ese soldiers. 
Hundreds of 
petty 
Japanese 
merchants are setting up 
small 
shops In the city. Their business 
is limited to the Japanese com­ 
munity but they hope it will im­ 
prove. 
They tear down the old glass- 
and-lacquer 
Chinese 
shopfronts 
and build in the lath-and-paper 
windows of Japan. 
Chinese carpenters are building 
wooden Japeuese bathtubs as fast 
as they can. 
Japanese currency 
circulates freely with Chinese In 
the markets. 
Recent investigations show that 
the number of Japanese and Ko­ 
reans engaged in 
the 
narcotic 
trade has not decreased. 
This carpetbagger element in 
the new’ Japanese 
population 
is 
the source of num erous headaches 
to the Japanese authorities here, 
who point out hopefully that the 
situation was the same in Man- 
choukuo at first, but that it im­ 
proved.

TO BE CAREFUL 


Fire Dangers Increase 
During Blueberry 
Picking Season 


With 
the 
advent of the blue­ 
berry picking season comes 
also 
the clanger of forest fires started 
by carelessness and Ranger Mat­ 
son of the Rapid River District of 
the Hiawatha National Forest has 
issued a request that 
all 
forest 
user be careful with fire. 
Frequent rains and 
the 
warm 
weather of the past month have 
resulted in a 
bumper 
crop 
of 
blueberries and each 
day 
hun­ 
dreds of pickers are driving onto 
the Hajiid River District in quest. 
of the crop. Due to the fact that 
most of these forest visitors do not 
stay longer than a day at a time, 
the main source of fire danger lies 
in the careless use of tobacco and 
matches. 
The first evidence of 
this carelessness was noted Wed­ 
nesday, July 13, when a fire was 
located 
southwest 
of 
Schaawe 
lake in the Stonington Peninsula. 
This fire, which circumstances in­ 
dicated, was started from a dis­ 
carded match, still bearing live 
flame, was prevented from obtain­ 
ing 
large 
proportions 
by 
the 
'prompt efficient action of a For­ 
est Service fire suppression crew 
with the aid of 
local 
residents; 
hut it should serve as a warning 
to all, who look to the forest for 
recreation or gain, of the neces­ 
sity of fire prevention, 
Warns of Campfires 
A second source of fire danger 
at this period of the year is that 
of carelessness with camp fires; 
and to lessen this factor the F or­ 
est Service has provided a camp­ 
ground for blueberry pickers at 
Horseshoe laike 
on 
the 
Little 
Black River Truck Trail, 7 miles 
north of St. Jacques, 
This camp 
lies in the center of 
vast 
blue­ 
berry hearing lowlands and pro­ 
viders Individual camp sites, fire­ 
wood and tested 
and 
approved 
drinking water for visitors with­ 
out charge. 
New Fire Tower 
Another feature of Interest to 
forest users in this area, is the 
secondary fire tower erected on a 
hill east of Horseshoe Lake camp, 
frliu which the surrounding blue­ 
berry area will be under the sur­ 
veillance of a Floreat Service look­ 
out in periods of hazardous wea­ 
ther. This is but one of the three 
such towers erected this summer 
on the Rapid River 
District 
to 
supplement the regular fire tower 
system, the other 
being 
located 
near Round Lake 
and 
Schaawe 
Lake. 
In addition to the more inten­ 
sive lookout system, all large blue­ 
berry areas, where 
concentration 
uI use is areal. wilL be patrolled 
by the Forest Service representa­ 
tives to assure that caution is be­ 
ing 
exercised 
and 
to 
assure 
prom pt action on any fire discov­ 
ered. 
Ranger 
Matson

Cherry Harvest Under 
Way In Door County 


Sturgeon Bay, Wis. — Cherry 
trees of Door county are already 
yielding their rich, red harvest to 
the thousands of nimble fingers. 
By the beginning of next week 
picking will be in full swing in 
all orchards of the district and the 
canning factories will be G y ra t­ 
ing 16 to 18 hours a day. In this 
narrow peninsula are grown near­ 
ly a fifth of the nation’s output of 
sour cherries, and these bear the 
Sturgeon Bay brand, which means 
that they are recognized for color, 
flavor and size, as the 
nation’s 
best. This year the crop is said to 
be of only moderate size but of 
exceptional quality. 
Several orchards employ from 
500 to 1,000 pickers each, caring 
for them in standardized camps at 
a charge of so much per day for 
bunk and board, and provide free 
medical service, transportation to 
town, church, or bathing beach; 
and organize social and sports ac­ 
tivities. This year pickers are paid 
6 xk cents per pall if they work 
regularly throughout the season, 
while casual harvesters receive a 
cent less. 
A pail holds approxi­ 
mately eight pounds of fruit. A 
moderately good picked will fill 
30 pails in a day of IO hours, and 
clear possibly $1 to $2 above ex­ 
penses. The real expert, however, 
will top this three or four times, 
up to the record figure of 150 
pails between dawn aud dark. On 
the other hand there are many, 
not interested so much in money 
as in the open air vacation, who 
work only enough to clear ex­ 
penses. 
Through Many Processes 
The life of the sour cherry is a 
hectic affair. In th e blossom stage 
but six short weeks ago, the rip­ 
ened fruit Is now subjected to in­ 
numerable processes, all of which 
take place on the same day that 
It is stripped from the tree. By 
nightfall it reposes In 
cans 
in 
warehouses where, to compensate 
for immediately past hustling, it 
has all too long a rest, unfortun­ 
ately for the growers. America Is 
still not sufficiently cherry con­ 
scious. 
In the orchard the pickers’ palls 
are dumped into containers which 
hold 30 to 35 pounds of fruit, and 
these are conveyed in large quan­ 
tities to the factory. Most growers 
here belong to the Fruit Growers’ 
cooperative. 
H ere a government 
inspector examines samples from 
each load for quality and size. The 
minimum for sour cherries Is five- 
eights of an inch. After weighing, 
they are dumped Into large tanks 
of cold water which firms them in 
preparation for pitting, and at the 
same time washes them. 
There 
they remain for from two to three 
hours, after which a valve releases 
them on to wide inspection belts 
and they pass beneath the eyes of 
200 women, working in two shifts 
w'ho sort them as they move to the 


pitting 
machines. 
Each 
pitting 
machine— there are 23 of them— 
consists of 63 plungers 
and 
a 
drum with depressions into which 
the cherries nestle. The drum re­ 
volves and the 
plungers 
come 
down 102 times per minute, pit­ 
ting approximately 5,400 cherries. 
When 
the factory is going full 
steam about 125,000 cherries are 
being pitted each minute. The pits 
are pushed through the bottom of 
the pitter and are carried away 
to be burned as fuel for the boil­ 
ers. 
Put Into Cans 
The pitted cherries, after pass­ 
ing another inspection, are put in­ 
to two sizes of cans. Nos 
2 and 
IO, aud run through an ‘exhaust­ 
er’ at a tem perature of 155 de­ 
grees C, which removes all air 
from the can. After tops are put 
on in the cappers they move into 
the cooker where they remain at 
a tem perature of 210 degrees C 
for some eight minutes. The cool­ 
er is the next step where they are 
cooled 
sufficiently 
to stop the 
cooking process but are still warm 
enough for the can to dry. Ele­ 
vated tracks convey the cans by 
gravity across the street to the 
warehouse, about 4 0 minutes aft­ 
er the cherries have been released 
from the original washing tank. 
Here they are labeled and put in 
cases of 24 small or 
six 
large 
cans, ready for the broker, 
the 
grocer and the consumer. The No. 
2 can contains 20 ounces of fruit 
and Juice, and the No. IO holds 
six pounds, nine ounces. 
Some cherries are cold-packed, 
meaning th at they are put in large 
barrels and frozen 
solid 
until 
ready for use. The canning fac­ 
tory of the Fruit G rav ers’ cooper­ 
ative can procass about 800,000 
pounds of cherries in one 
day. 
Some 400 local men and women 
are employed there during 
the 
harvesting season. In 
193 5 the 
cooperative processed 13,500,000 
pounds, while Reynolds and Mar­ 
tins took care of an additional 
5,000,000; this in a year when 
the national output was 110.000.- 
000 pounds. The problem to be 
solved is th at the 
consumption 
figure is estimated at an average 
of roughly 75,000,000 pounds.

Shortage Of Rural 
Teachers Reported 


Lansing — Economic conditions 
are affecting the supply and de­ 
mand of rural teachers according 
to Dr. Eugene B. Elliott, Superin­ 
tendent of Public Instruction. 
A 
survey made one year ago by the 
Department of Public Instruction 
showed a shortage in the number 
of teachers available 
for 
rural 
positions. 
Study of the returns 
from a questionnaire 
just 
sent 
out shows clearly that the recent 
business slump Is bringing back 
teachers who left the classroom 
two or three years ago for other 
employment or to marry. 
Dr. Elliott points out that the 
change in twelve months has been 
so pronounced that 
the 
county 
normal schools and State Teach­ 
ers Colleges in many cases 
have 
been unable to place 
their 
1938 
graduates. 
The survey conducted 
through 
the County School 
Commissioner 
covers 80 of the 83 counties and 
shows an adequate or over supply 
of rural teachers in 73 of the 80 
counties reporting. 
With only 3 
counties left to be 
heard 
from 
indications are that the over sup­ 
ply will be about 500 rural teach­ 
ers. 
This 
number 
includes 
77 
County Normal graduates and al­ 
most an equal number of Teachers 
College limited 
certificates 
stu­ 
dents who as yet have 
no 
posi­ 
tions.

Bath and a Half 


Bathrooms and powder rooms 
are much in demand these days, 
th e two now are combined 
in 
m any homes a.s inseparable and 
standard equipment. 
When one 
builds or remodels, it, would be 
a practical m atter to consider in­ 
stalling a bath and a half. This 
modern phrase merely means a 
powder room or lavatory on the 
first floor, 
in 
addition to the 
bathroom on the bedroom floor. 
The minimum space required 
for one of 
these new powder 
rooms is 3 1V x 4 ^ ’. If it is pos­ 
sible, it is better to make it larg­ 
er as the smaller size is rather 
tiny. 
There are two requisites for 
the lavatory on the first floor— 
a washbowl and a closet. As shelf 
type 
washbowl 
is 
convenient 
since it may be used for cosmet­ 
ics. The cabinet type of lavatory 
is also practical, with a cabinet 
storage space below. One piece 
type closets with quiet flushing 
action are a new Innovation and 
should be installed. 
Brighter colors may be used 
in the powder room and colored 
fixtures might well be used. The 
walls should be of ceramic tiles. 
or paint, one of the metal tiles, 
one of the composition tiles or 
tile boards, linoleum or structur­ 
al 
glass; 
or possibly washable 
paper, which may be effectively 
used above a wainscoting. 
Mirrors with tubular lighting 
should be used, as they afford a 
a clear, shadowless illumination.

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De Kruif Says He’ll 
Stick to Typewriter 
In Fight on Disease 


BV RISSELL LANDSTROM 
Holland, Mich., July 16 (ZP)— 
Paul do Kruif. the 
author 
and 
scientist, said today he was about 
ready to retire as an unofficial 
field marshal and become a buck 
private in “ the only decent war 
man 
has 
ever 
waged’’ — t h e 
war against dis­ 
ease and death. 
“ I am not an 
administrator, 
a 
politician 
or 
a 
I o b b y i s t,” 
he 
fired 
away 
over a 
highball 
at Wake Robin, 
his Lake 
Michi­ 
gan home. “ I do 
not 
belong 
in 
that company. I 
am 
o n l y 
a 
damned 
writing 
louse, 
a n d 
I 
think 
I 
should 
stick to my type­ 
writer, where 
I 
believe I can do 
the most good.” 
Thumping that 
Paul de Kruif typewriter 
with 
the zeal of a voltaire or a zola, 
de Kruif has produced books, ar­ 
ticles, pamphlets 
and 
speeches, 
polemics all against the wasters 
of human life, the destroyers of 
human happiness. 
Travels Widely 
He has traveled up and down 
the land, smashing away against 
infantile paralysis, 
tuberculosis, 
pellagra, malaria, syphilis. 
He 
has led his forces into the. front 
line trenches. 
Now, he says, let somebody else 
wear the gold braid and give the 
orders; as one of the boys in the 
ranks he’ll plague the enemy plen­ 
ty with his sublimated 
Katzen­ 
jammer tricks. 
“ If all the people 
know 
the 
truth, things will get done, he de­ 
clared. adding bitingly 
that 
no 
one can spread the truth by tem­ 
porizing, using weasel words and 
covering unpleasant 
facts 
with 
pretty pink icing. 
“ The campaign for health,” de 
Kruif asserted, “could become the 
spearhead of 
the 
whole 
social 
fight. 
“ I believe that three-fourths of 
the incapacitating illness of per­ 
sons of working years could be 
got rid of in a generation if we 
were given adequate mobilization 
5f ail the available weapons.” 
Sees Economic Problem 
Referring to what he said had 
been one of his 
most 
effective 
pieces of strategy, 
placing 
the 
fight against disease on an 
eco­ 
nomic basis, de Kruif asserted: 
“The wiping out of disease is a 
self-liquidating project. 
But the 
trouble is that our economic sys­ 
tem is so far gone that we can no 
longer think in terms of IO years. 
I don’t believe the 
system 
can 
wait that long for its saving.” 
The author of “ Microbe Hunt­ 
ers,” “Hunger Fighters” and oth­ 
er books that 
have 
rolled 
up 
phenomenal sales, took from his 
library shelves a copy of his latest 
work. “The Fight for Life,” open­ 
ed it and said, “ Here is my Credo 
in a Nutshell” : 
<•* * « That the relief of suf­ 
fering and the prevention of lying 
cannot be served, for all, so long 
as there remains any money con­ 
sideration between the people and 
:he fighters for their lives. 
• *4, 
* 
* That all considerations 
of private profit are 
not 
only 
wasteful but infamous 
if 
they 
frustrate the fight for life, if they 
deny the right of one human be­ 
ing to live. 
“ Death does not wait, and none 
of the deaths here chronicled (in 
the book) can be conquered 
by 
the horse and buggy medicine of 
the old time doctor with the beard 
and the bedside manner— though 
this is not to say that the bedside 
manner has not its place in the 
art of healing. 
But in the fight 
against the death of mothers, in 
the attempt to prevent infantile 
paralysis and 
to 
minimize 
its 
wreckage, in the battle 
to 
wipe 


out 
tuberculosis 
and 
conquer 
syphilis, the old art of healing is 
now nine-tenths of it no longer 
art but science.” 
Relies On laboratory 
The laboratory, he 
said, 
had 
become the heart of 
all 
these 
death-fights, and, with his finger 
stm on the text, continued: 
“ It is the knowledge of the use 
and meaning of this science that 
our doctors lack. 
This does not 
mean we have to replace the doc­ 
tors we have now. 
The majority 
of our physicians could 
become 
front-line fighters in these 
bat­ 
tles.” 
They must be given, however, 
he said, 
“ the 
wherewithal 
for 
scientific training and the where­ 
withal for the livelihood of them­ 
selves and their 
families 
while 
they are learning.” 
De Krui'f was found 
in 
the 
throes of writing a blast against 
anti-vivisectionists. 
With Jovial 
smile and a fanning gesture which 
agitated the papers on his work 
desk, the author indicated a roomy 
wastebasket. 
“Look at that! 
I write 
and 
write, then fill the basket with the 
sheets of copy. 
It 
seems 
so 
trifling to be writing against fel­ 
lows like that, especially 
when 
you consider that the peoples of 
the world are being 
oppressed. 
There may be a good story in 
a 
defense of science’s right to be 
free to conduct research, but it 
seems to me we have more im­ 
portant things to do now than at­ 
tack the anti-vivisectionists.” 
Mindful of de Kruif’s co-author­ 
ship of the play, “ Yellow Jack,” 
his 
visitor 
asked 
whether 
he 
would attempt anything further in 
dramaturgy. 
De Kruif snorted 
and his 220 pounds heaved with 
protesting mirth: 
“That's one place where I am 
absolutely all through. 
I'll never 
go back stage again as long as I 
live. 
Why, 
those 
fellows 
are 
crazy!” 
Sees Fascism ’s .Shadow 
Switching to matters of state­ 
craft, he expressed concern over 
the political outlook: 
“The shadow of Fascism rests 
over us. 
I believe there is a great 
danger of rule by that bullying 
brand 
of 
rightiest 
philosophy, 
which is ramified into so many 
organizations in this country. 
“And if the United States goes 
Fascistic you might as well kiss 
all your civilization good-bye. 
“ As for the talk about 
Com­ 
munism threatening to take pos­ 
session here, that's all pretty sil­ 
ly. 
There isn't a chance of the 
United States going Communist­ 
ic.” 
The de Kruif home, mounted on 
30 acres of forested sand dunes, 
has been called a dream house. 
So it is, a rangy retreat built of 
hand-split ceda#' shakes, two miles 
removed from the nearest neigh­ 
bor and with the lake virtually 
lapping at the front door. 
De Kruif and his wife, 
Rhea, 
live at Wake 
Robin 
the 
year 
round, and even when the snow 
has piled up as high as the house 
itself, they have been secure and 
comfortable thanks lo modern en­ 
gineering and Paul’s 
man-sized 
drinks. 
They have often traveled 
the three miles to 
the 
nearest 
highway on snowshoes. 
Enjoys Motoring 
At this time of the year one of 
de Kruif's chief joys is motor­ 
ing. 
But th a t’s much too tame a 
term to describe what he 
does 
when he gets behind a 
steering 
wheel. 
He acknowledged he knew 
little about the mechanism of an 
automobile, but said he was wild 
about driving. 
He scotched a story that as soon 
as the ice goes out in the spring 
he starts taking his daily dip in 
the big lake. 
“ I always wait at 
least 
five 
he said collectively, “and 
go in swimming until the 
temperature reaches 34.” 
Kruif first became interest- 
bacteriology at the Univer­ 
sity of Michigan where in 1914 he 
became an assistant professor of 


that science and in 1916 obtained 
a Ph.D in the same 
branch 
of 
medicine. 
He served as an officer in the 
sanitary corps in the World war, 
and in 1920 became a member of 
the Research staff of Rockefeller 
Institute. 
Fraternizing with a 
literary crowd in New York wide­ 
ly known for its satirical 
slant, 
de Kruif got the fever to do a 
little writing, himself. 
He wrote 
himself out of a job. admitting 
now, “ I damn well had it com­ 
ing.” 
Wherefore 
the 
scientist 
be­ 
came a 
writer, 
an 
unorthodox 
writer, who collaborated with Sin­ 
clair Lewis in the production of 
the novel, “ Arrowsmith,” before 
he turned to the creation of those 
books which 
have 
made 
him 
world-famous.

Forest Fire Loss 
Cut Three-Fourths 


Lansing 
Approximately 
one 
half of the forest fire season has 
passed and only about one fourth 
as many fires have occurred In the 
state's forested areas as burned 
last season. 
Figuring 
that the fire season 
usually extends from six to seven 
months, beginning in April and 
waning in October, the fire record 
is considerably more than BO per 
cent 
better 
thus far than last 
year, which experienced the low­ 
est forest fire acreage loss in the 
state's history. 
By the end of June, a total of 
382 fires had been reported, burn­ 
ing 3,995 acres. 
Last year's total 
was about 15,000 acres. 
But the spring of 1938 will go 
into the hooks as being unusually 
rainy weather, a potent factor in 
keeping down the forest fire loss. 
The picture can change quick­ 
ly. 
Only a few’ consecutive warm 
days, 
with 
winds, can create a 
dangerous fire condition out of 
which may easily result a series 
of fires that would send the acre­ 
age loss over that of last year.

comes from, occurs in rock f o rm a ­ 
tion overlying salt domes, and lies 
buried from 500 to 1,500 feet be­ 
low soft material, such as clay, 
shale, sand and gravel.

failed, hut since 1903 th e A m eri­ 
can s u lp h u r producing field in th e

Since a petroleum expert, H e r ­ 
m an Frasch, evolved th e process

deep into th e sulphur bed. 
Ex­ 
trem ely hot 
water 
is 
pumped

s u lp h u r rock. A nother pipe -car­ 
ries live steam to keep the 
hot 
w ater " h o t ” . The melted sulphur, 
heavier th a n th e water, collects 
in a pool a ro u n d the lower end of 
the pipes, and then 
compressed 
air is forced down the small ce n ­ 
ter pipes, and then forcing 
the 
melted su lp h u r to rise in the open 
pipes. It reaches th e su rface more 
th a n 99 per cent pure. The mol­ 
ten m ass is deposited 
in 
huge, 
open boxes and permitted to cool 
an d h ard e n again. 
Then, 
with 
drills and dynam ite, it is 
ta ken 
into sm all chunks, sent 
through 
crushers, an d em erges from 
the 
entire process in pow’der form. 
S u lp h u r then begins its trip to 
t h e com mercial world, being ship­

S ulphur 
plays 
an 
im p o rta n t 
part in the m a n u fa ctu rin g of pap ­ 
er. It is the factor in th e 
process 
which dissolves th e lignon leav­ 
ing the cellulose fibre 
free 
for 
f u rth e r tr e a tm e n t and 
m a n u fa c ­ 
ture into paper. 
The raw s u lp h u r is introduced 
into th e process by burning, 
the 
sulphur dioxide fumes 
are 
col­ 
lected and pass through 
heavy 
lead pipes, which a re subm erged 
in water, for cooling 
purposes, 
and to the acid tower, w’h ere 
it. 
passes in at 
th e 
bottom, 
rises 
through limestone and

CARE REQUIRED 
IN STORING HAY 


Wenner Warns Against 
Putting Away Green 
or Wet Material 


“ F a rm ers should use extra care 
in m aking and storing hay durin g 
the present season,” County Agent 
E. A. W enner 
stated 
yesterday. 
“ Already there are a num ber of 
cases in which has been put away 
in a green or too wet 
condition 
and has caused some heating in 
th e barn. This is a serious condi­ 
tion, as spontaneous 
combustion 
or fire usually follows w’hen this 
heating reaches a certain state.” 
A fire of this nature Is usually 
so in stantaneous that It 
is 
im ­ 
possible to save the buildings lf it 
is allowed to break out. 
A small 
amount 
of 
common 
salt, if mixed with the hay when 
it is stored in the mow, will help 
this condition 
to 
some 
extent. 
How’ever, it is not in any way a 
safeguard 
against 
the 
dangers 
th a t accompany the utorage of wet 
or green hay. The safest way is to 
do the best Job of hay curing In 
the field th a t is possible, 
“ It has been very hard to do a 
good Job of curing hay over the 
past two or three weeks," W e n ­ 
ner said, “ due to the large am o u n t 
of m ois ture we have had,” 
“ If hay already stored in the 
barn becomes heated to the point 
w here th e farm er feels that fire 
might result, there is 
only 
one 
safe material that can be applied. 
That is known as “ dry ice” and is 
prepared by freezing carbon diox­ 
ide. 
“ In case Delta county farmers 
have hay th a t is heating excessive­ 
ly, I will be glad lo 
have 
them 
call me in order th a t an inspection 
can 
be 
m ad e with the hope of 
preventing fire.”

Popular Fish Bait Keeps 
Best in Cool, Shaded 
and Moist Place 


It is just as much of a 
trick 
to keep angleworms in good con­ 
dition for fishing as it is 
trout 
flies, asserts William F. Carbine. 
of the Institute for Fisheries 
Re­ 
search, who comes to the aid of 
the “ plunker” with a num ber of

worms. 
“ Don’t allow your worms to re-: 
main indefinitely in a metal con­ 
tainer,” he says. A wooden bucket 
or earthenware crock filled w ith­ 
in several inches of the top with i 
a rich loam is better. Place sphag­ 
num moss on top of the

keep it from drying out. 
If you don’t run into trouble 
with the missus, the best place to i 
keep a small can of worms is

deep. To increase the life of

Small Mouth Bass 


BY HAROLD HOLLIS 
One blazing July day last sum­ 
mer I fished my favorite 
large- 
mouth bass lake, a fair sized body 
of water with an extensive field of 
lily pads. The water was actually 
tepid, but the bass were 
peppy 
and willing to hit. Using surface 
lures I took fish alm ost at 
w ill 
and found each one full of fight. 
In the bright sunlight I could see 
fish many yards away, swimming 
leisurely about among the 
pads. 
They could, of course, see me too 
and so it was necessary to make 
long casts. 
The most successful outfit dur­ 
ing the afternoon was a tourna­ 
ment bait outfit which will 
han­ 
dle quarter-ounce lures. With this 
I could make casts of IOO feet or 
more and thus was able to outwit 
the fish as they were unable to 
see me at that distance. The fly 
rod with its more limited 
range 
was not 
particularly 
successful 
until after the sun went down. 
SiM'iX't— Hlow K eeling 
In some of the thtok mats 
of 
pads I had to uso tho pork chunk 
with a weedless hook, but in the 
open spaces I found floating plugs 
quite effective. Carefully handled, 
a surface plug, even one equipped 
with treble hooks, can be reel**! 
through lily pads. 
The 
secret 
lies in slow reeling. Move the lure 
very slowly through 
tjie 
water, 
guiding it with the rod 
tip 
and 
you will have very little trouble, 
In such water I 
generally 
cast 
into a promising spot and let 
it 
stay on the water until I get a 
strike. I don’t have to 
wait 
as 
long as you might think, either. 
I use the rod tip quite as 
much 
as the reel to work the lure into 
the likely places. 
Fascinating 8port 
Most bass fisherm en know the 
possibilities of lily pads but Home 
do not realize that fish may 
be 
taken In these places at almost 
any hour of the day, at least up 
until the latter part of July, 
In 
the late summer they may 
move 
out of the pad fields in the 
hot­ 
test part of the day, but will cer­ 
tainly he there in 
the 
morning 
and evening. • 
A fly rod for lily pad and weed 
bed work 
should 
be 
a 
sturdy 
stick, for fighting bass in 
thick 
vegetation puts a severe strait) on 
it. A rod of not

tin covers species which occur in 
commercial quantities and in such 
concentration, locations, and log

nently what species can be used 
for commercial purposes, but to 
indicate which of them are wor­ 
thy of further investigation.

by the joint efforts of the Univer­ 
sity, the Tropical Plant Research 
Foundation, and the Wood Indus­ 
tries Division of thhe American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers.

Fish of the same spec­ 
ies, caught in certain waters, can 
be eaten with pleasure and no ill 
effects. The same kind of

taken in other waters, 
has been 
found deadly. Some of the 
fish 
change character with

sea­ 
sons. There seem s to be an 
end­ 
less variety of combinations 
of 
time, location and other factors 
that determine edibility. 
Natives 
ordinarily 
know 
whether or not a fish caught in 
familiar waters is safe 
to 
eat. 
Foreigners, however, have diffi­ 
culty in distinquishing them, es­ 
pecially since the 
tainted 
flesh 
tastes the same as the edible. 
So far as residents of Papeete 
know, the subject never has been 
investigated 
scientifically.

Lansing.— Another instance in 
which 
no 
news is regarded as 
good news pertains to Michigan’s 
herd of elk which range in 
the 
Pigeon River forest. 
Although no reports have been 
received of new-born calves hav­ 
ing been sighted this spring, game 
investigators from the department 
of conservation are not surprised. 
Neither elk calves nor adults are 
easy to sight in the forest after 
the trees have 
leafed. 
In 
the 
spring elk keep them selves and 
their calves in the swamps aud 
thickets to avoid the flies as much 
as possible, as well as to hide the 
young. Casual human visitors in 
the forest seldom see them. 
The 
game 
investigators have 
found plenty of signs 
that 
the 
elk are still present in the region. 
And they point out that the ab­ 
sence of news, in thia 
case, 
is 
neither unusual 
nor 
disquiting. 
The kind of news that would be 
bad news would be reports of the 
finding of dead elk, such as in the 
case of the thousands 
of 
deer 
which died this last winter from 
starvation. 
Elk. 
ordinarily, are 
able to survive 
winter 
weather 
more easily than deer 
because 
they are bigger and 
can 
move 
around in deeper snow, enabling 
them to range for feed over a wid­ 
er area than can deer under sim­ 
ilar rondittons. 
The number of elk in the forest 
has beeu estim ated 
at 
several 
hundred.

The angling public ought not 
regard those who have gone in 
for muskie fishing with fly rod 
as having some divine skill be­ 
yond the powers of ordinary mor­ 
tals. 
Fly fishing for muskies is 
a great sport, but, at that, they 
are not such durable battlers as 
we ought expect from such bellig­ 
erent game fish. 
The first muskie I ever saw 
caught on a fly rod was by an 
angler 
near 18-Mile on French 
River. 
That American was fish­ 
ing 
for 
small-mouth bass and 
walleyes with worms. 
He seemed 
in great trouble. 
Mr. Muskie had 
his worm and his hook firmly 
fastened in his mouth, but the 
limber 
rod 
prevented it from 
breaking the line after it had tak­ 
en most of its line. 
This was the 
only muskie the writer ever saw 
of any size caught on a worm. 
Others may have witnessed it, but 
until this occasion such a debase­ 
ment of a great fighter’s appetite 
was beyond his seeing. 
Maybe 
others 
have 
caught some with 
garden hackle and failed to re­ 
port it. 
Fights 20-Pouuder 
For a while all my muskie fish­ 
ing with a fly rod was confined to 
a large floating bass bug such as 
are used in Florida for big large- 
moutta bass. 
Mine were tied on 
No. 4/0 hooks, and as the bugs 
were grooved in the head to make 
them dive 
and 
dip, 
they 
were 
somewhat 
difficult 
to 
retrieve 
gracefully. 
Salmon fishing’taught 
me something in advance; I used 
as backing all the 12-pound braid­ 
ed silk line 
my 
large 
fly 
reel 
would accommodate. 
I wanted to 
be prepared for any disposition on 
the side of the muskie to travel 
for a while to other parts. 
My first fly rod muskie hit one 
of these bass bugs when he had 
refused to give more than a tiny 
bit of cognizance to my casting 
plugs and spoons. He hit that bug 
an awful wallop near Kenora in 
Lake of the Woods country. After 
all he was no giant; just twenty 
pounds. 
He did a lot of spins and 
standing on tail stunts right at the 
start. 
Evidently he thought he 
could lick me easily because he 
made no long rushes. 
Perhaps he 
knew 
the 
underwater 
fighting 
grounds better than I. 
But before 
the battle 
was 
over 
he 
tamed 
down m ightily and was not such a 
bad boy when he was gaffed. 
Use Streamer Flies 
If you 
observe 
other 
anglers 
and listen to them you are well 
repaid 
with 
profitable informa­ 
tion. 
So far I did not relish cast­ 
ing or picking up so huge a bug 
with my fly rod, though muskies 
were very much addicted to it. 
I 
met a fellow who told me he had 
succeeded with very large stream­ 
er flies tied on long shang No. 5/0 
hooks. 
'He knew what he was 
talking about. 
He had first had 
experience using them on ^ a a ll 
tarpon and reported excellent suc­ 
cess now and then with muskies. 
I copied his technique, using a 
rod with a very hard action and a 
C level line, 
If I used a heavier 
fly line I could not pick up very 
much of it easily when I had to 
cast pretty long distances. 
Soon I 
developed that tired feeling. But 
the muskies hit the big streamers 
just aa well as they did my bug. 
So far have caught no record 
breakers with a fly rod for mus­ 
kie^ outfit. 
The best I have lured 
has been thirty pounds. 
Never­ 
theless, I have not given up hope. 
Either I or some other angler one 
of these days while quietly work­ 
ing along the weed beds or some 
isolated pocket la going to have 
some huge fellow slam into the 
millinery. 
Then for a while lie 
can be sure of having trouble on 
his hands. 
Even if he does lose 
the fish he will thereafter be a 
greater convert to fly fishing for 
muskies than ever before.

When the Constitution 
Became o Foot 


PESSIMISTIC, tom by discord, 
the Constitutional Convention 
assembled in Philadelphia for the 
framing of a new supreme law to 
bind the states. May 25, 1787. It 
completed its work Sept. 17, 1787, 
with formal adoption of the Con­ 
stitution. 
But the fate of the 
mighty document remained doubt­ 
ful thereafter for many months. 
Delaware was the first of the 13 
states to ratify it, Dec. 7, 1787. 
Pennsylvania was second, Dec. 12; 
then New Jersey, Dec. 18; Georgia, 
Jan. 2. .Then Connecticut accepted 
the Constitution. The results in 
these five states were more easily 
obtained because the friends of the 
Constitution were quick to act. 
With delay in the other states bit­ 
terness of contention rose high. 
Massachusetts, at length, fell in 
line, by a close margin; then 
Maryland 
and 
South 
Carolina. 
There remained five states to rat­ 
ify, all extremely doubtful. But 
while Virginia was bitterly debat­ 
ing the question in convention in 
June, 1788, New Hampshire rat­ 
ified the Constitution June 21 and 
the new government became a 
fact. 
Soon after the remaining 
states followed. The 150th anni­ 
versary of this ratification is com­ 
memorated by the special new U. 
S. stamp above, depicting riders 
spreading the word at a county 
courthouse.

PUZZLES PROFS 


Michigan Climate Seems 
to Produce Immunity 
Among Cattle 


Is Michigan’s climate purveying 
a mysterious im munity for 
dairy 
cows from the poisoning th a t 
is 
killing cows on sim ilar pasture in 
other 
states? 
Experiments 
at 
Michigan State college 
seem 
to 
indicate that cows in this 
state 
are not effected 
by 
the 
sudan 
grass pasturage, and E. A. Wen- 
ner, 
Delta 
county 
agricultural 
agent, has been asked to cooper­ 
ate In an investigation 
of 
this 
phenomenon. 
An apparent lack of 
proof 
in 
the danger of feeding sudan grass 
in Michigan has resulted in an ap­ 
peal by J. 
G. 
Hays, 
extension

specialists warn farm ers against 
feeding 
im m ature 
sudan 
grass, 
against 
feeding 
stunted 
sudan 
grass or against pasturing 
cows 
on it after it has been frosted. 
Yet at the college 
the 
sudan 
grass has been fed to dairy cows 
in all those 
stages. 
And 
they 
haven’t become sick or even 
dis­ 
couraged. 
Animal m utrition experts and 
members of the chemistry depart­ 
ment staff have 
aided 
In 
the 
search for poisoning. The 
sudan 
does contain the 
deadly 
hydro­ 
cyanic acid or prussic acid when 
analyzed. Yet 
in 
Michigan 
the 
cows fail to blink an eye. In other 
states they lie down and die. 
About the only warning Hays 
has to offer definitely is that su­ 
dan grass doesn’t seem to m ake 
satisfactory hay as 
its 
feeding 
value is not much better than tim ­ 
othy. Farm ers, however, are urged 
to try and use seed 
each 
season 
that is pure sudan and not relat­ 
ed to cane 
or 
sorghum. 
These 
plants seem to increase the proba­ 
bility of developing the poison.
